Candles  were  lit  by  Mike  Brame  and  carried  out  by  the  congregation  into  the  darkness  to  the 
Nativity  scene  on  front  campus  that  was  donated  to  us  by  Jefferson  Pilot.  There  the  brass 
ensemble  closed  the  service  with  a  few  Christmas  hymns.  Following  the  program,  a  reception  was 
held  in  the  Welcome  Center  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  College  communtiy.

On  August  2,  1990,  Iraqi  troops  invaded  Kuwait  —  an  event  that  would  change 
the  outlook  Americans  and  Greensboro  College  students  had  on  freedom  and 
security.  On  January  15, 1991  —  the  Iraqi  troops  were  told  they  had  to  pull  out  by 
midnight  or  the  United  States  would  take  action.  As  America  waited  for  Saddam 
Hussein's  decision,  Greensboro  College  students  gathered  in  the  chapel  to  hold  a 
midnight  vigil,  sponsored  by  Second  Floor  High  Numbers  in  East  Hall.  At  the 
service,  names  of  fellow  students,  family,  and  friends  of  GC  students  were  named 
and  prayed  for.  On  January  16,  1991  at  4:50  pm  the  WAR  began.  The  Greensboro 
College  Community  united  under  all  the  turmoil.  Students  put  yellow  ribbons,  flags 
and  anything  else  they  could  find  patriotic  on  their  doors.  At  the  beginning  of 
February,  Saddam  Hussein  began  showing  signs  of  defeat  and  finally  on  February

Japan  Foreign  Exchange  Program
